The storm-center of the battle, of 
course, was the fight for the judge- 
ship. It is an open, notorious fact 
that money and whisky were freely 
used to buy votes and at the same 
time stultify the suffragist. 'Twas a 
fcad spectacle—one of the most digni- 
fied offices within the gift of the peo- 
ple dragged in the dust! 


The Throppites lined up solidly for 


Edward M. Pennell, Esq., and the 
Anti-Thropp element was divided be 
t.veen Judge Jacob H. Longenecker 
and John H. Jordan, Esq. And this 
division proved fatal to Messrs. Long- 
euecker and Jordan and gave the 
nomination to Mr. Pennell. 


Watson 
W. 'Cessna, of llopewell 


township, candidate for director of 
ihe poor, defeated Henry S. Baker, of 
S juth Woodbury township, and Samuel 
A. Mock, of Lincoln township. George 
W. Canard, of Everett, was nominated 
without opposition for county sur- 
veyor. He received 4,103 votes. Rulus 
E. Smith, of Hopewell township, and 
A. C. Blackburn, of East St. Clair 
township, were elected delegates to 
the state convention. 
The former 


polled 3,703 votes, the latter 3,879. 


The primary was held under the 


Crawford county system and Tuesday 
afternoon the return judges, or dele- 
gates, assembled in the court house to 
make their returns. 
County Chair 


man James Cleaver called the con- 
vention to order. The list of dele- 
gates was called and it was found that 
all of the districts but Cumberland 
"Valley township and Southampton 
No. 3 were represented. John T. Me- 
Intyre, of Coaldale, and Isaac Dibert, 
of Union township, were chosen vice- 
presidents and the following gentle- 
men were elected secretaries: J. H. 
Snowberger, of South Woodbury town- 
ship; W. H. Howry, of Harrison town- 
ship; W. E. Morris, of West St. Clair 
township, and D. W. Mock, of Bedford 
township. Then the roll was again call 
ed and each delegate stepped forward 
and handed the returns from his distric 
to Vice-President Dibert, who opened 
the envelopes and passed the contents 
to Vice-President Mclntyre, who, in a 
measured monotone, announced the 
vote. After the delegates had handec 
in their returns the secretaries retired 
10 the library and computed the vote, 
a summary oi which appears at the 
beginning of this article. 


Following the announcement of the 


vote came one of the greatest surprises 
of the day, namely, the election of 
Hon. John M. Reynolds, of Bedford, as 
chairman of the Republican county 
committee. The selection was made 
by acclamation and before the specta- 
tors who were not in the secret had re- 
covered their breath Rufus C. Hader- 
man, Esq., of Bedford, was chosen vice- 
chairman in the same manner. The 
Jordan and Longenecker forces buried 
the hatchet and everything was "cut 
and dried," ready for the match.before 
the delegates assembled in the court 
house. Regulation Republican speech- 
es were made by Messrs. Reynolds 
Pennell, M. A. Points, Jordan and 
Cleaver. 


Chairman Cleaver was authorized to 


appoint auditors to examine his ac 
counts for the past year and he select 
ed the two delegates from Bedford bor 
otgh. 
The expenses incurred by the dele 


gates in making the returns were paid 
by the county committee.

denly at his home in Shelby, la , on 
Monday. The deceased was born near 
Shirleysburg on December 13,1831. In 
1535 he entered the East Baltimore 
conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
church. 
While serving Bald Eagle 


circuit, in 1862, he recruited part of a 
company and became a lieutenant in 
the One Hundred and Forty-eighth 
regiment, Pennsylvania 
volunteers, 


Governor Beaver's regiment. In a few 
weeks he was appointed chaplain, serv- 
ing in this capacity until the regiment 
was mustered out, in 
June, 1865. 


Many years ago he was appointed to 
the Bloody Run circuit and was subse- 
quently 
stationed 
at 
Schellsburg, 


Pleasantville, Hopewell and Saxton. 
While serving at Emporium his health 
failed and he retired from active min- 
istry in 1S67,which he resumed in 1370, 
continuing to preach until 1870, since 
which time he has been a superan- 
nuate. In 1888 he was elected a mem- 
ber of the house of representatives 
from Huntingdon county. Since 1897 
he resided at Shelby, la. Rev. Stevens 
was twice married—in February, 1858, 
to Margaret Shiftier and in 1897 to Mrs. 
Hugh Linn. The former died in Feb- 
ruary, 1S95, the latter is still living. 
To the first union five sons were born, 
three of whom survive—Rev. Emory 
M, Stevens, presiding elder of Juni- 
ata district of the Central Pennsylva- 
nia conference; A. A. Stevens, of Hun- 
tingdon, and W.H Stevens, of Chicago. 
The body will be brought east and 
interred at Three Springs to-day. Rev. 
Stevens was a godly man, a faithful 
worker in his Master's vineyard.

White House after a day or two ago it 
wasn't because he didn't jolly along 
one of Mr. McKinley's pet ideas.

Two little 
boys named Osier were caught in the 
storm while returning from a pasture 
field with the eows and so severely 
pelted that one of them was badly 
hurt about the headland face. 


"At Kerr Creek, W. Va., the hail 


fell in chunks and penetrated roofs of

houses, killing pigs, lambs and chick- 
ens. One farmer had 47 hens killed."

says: "In court at Someraet yesterday 
morning the jury returned a verdict 
against the Pennsylvania Railroad com- 
pany, awarding $33,344 to James C.

Fronde, the famous 


historian, says : "To the student of 
political history, and to the English 
student above all others, the conver- 
sion of the Eoman republic into a mili- 
tary empire commands a peculiar in- 
terest. Notwithstanding many differ- 
ences the English and the Komans es- 
sentially resemble one another. 
The 


early Romans possessed the faculty of 
self-government beyond any people of 
whom we have historical knowledge, 
with the one exception of ourselves. In 
virtue of their temporal freedom they 
became the most powerful nation in 
the known world, and their liberties 
perished only when Eome became the 
mistress of conquered races, to whom 
she was unable or unwilling to extend 
her privileges. If England was sim- 
ilarly supreme, if all rival powers 
were eclipsed by her or laid under her 
feet, the imperial tendencies, which 
are as strongly marked in us as our 
love of liberty, might lead us over the 
same course to the same end. If there 
be one lesson which history 
clearly 


teaches, it is this, that free nations 
cannot govern subject provinces. If 
they are unable or unwilling to admit 
their dependencies to share their own 
Constitution, 
the Constitution itself 


will fall in pieces from mere incompe- 
tence for its duties."

"Those who were encouraged to be- 


lieve that the Constitution had caught 
up with the flag were doomed to disap- 
pointment. In the Downes case, de- 
cided immediately afterwards, a ma- 
jority olthe court, composed of Justic- 
es Brown, Gray, White, Shiras and 
McKenna, held that congress could 
deal with Porto Rico, and the same 
logic applies to the Philippines with- 
out regard to the limitations ol the 
Constitution. Chiel Justice Fuller and 
AsEociate Justices Harlin, Peckham 
and Brewer dissented in strong and 
vigorous language, but the opinion ol 
the majority—even a majority ol one- 
stands until it is reversed. 


"This is one ol the most important 


decisions, ii not the most important, 
ever rendered by the court; it not only 
declares that congress is greater than 
the Constitution which created it^the 
creature greater than the creator—but 
it denies the necessity lor a written 
Constitution. The position taken by the 
court is defended, or rather excused, 
by reasoning which, if followed out, 
will destroy constitutional liberty in 
the United States. Every reason given 
by Justice Brown could be used with 
even more force to support a decision 
nullifying all limitations placed by the 
Constitution on congress when dealing 
with the citizens ol the several states. 
If the Porto Rieans can trust the wis- 


mpt Iroin discriminations, and should 
njoy the immunities which' the Con- 
tit ution makers conceived to be easen- 
ial to the perpetuity ol -Iree institu- 
tions." 


After an extended summary ol Jus- 
ice Brown's reasoning Mr. Bryan con- 


uer:

This is one ol the most 
repugnant features ol this opinion.

Mr. Bryan concludes as lollows: 
"To what a glorious field lor inspec- 


tion this justice ol the supreme court 
has invited the American people ?

look at the history ol Great Britain 
towards its outlying possessions since 
the American revolution.

for the purpose of levying tariff duties 
against a foreign country could not be 
applied in levying tariff duties against 
a country that was not 'foreign.'

treaty, congress had enacted a law 
levying the Dingley rates, especially 
against Porto Eico, those rates would 
have prevailed. In the court's opinion 
the legality of any tariff rate between 
Porto Pico and the 
United States 


simply waited upon a formal act of 
congress establishing these rates as 
applying to Porto Kico. The logic of 
this opinion, as it applies to the 
right of congress to levy tariff cus- 
toms, would make it possible for con- 
gress to levy tariff duties on articles 
coming from any territory of the 
United states.

sions, the decision is an unfair one, 
because it denies to them equal trade 
privileges with other portions of the 
United States, whose sovereignty has 
been established over them, and the 
purpose of the Constitution in provid- 
ing for equal trade privileges was 
that no section subject

States sovereignty shall ever become 
the victim of discrimination.

The Indian scouts that joined forces 


with the United States army in 1878 
to make prisoners of the Sliecp Eaters 
In western Idaho wore skeptical at 
first of Lieutenant Farrow's abilities 
to lead thorn into battle. 
They had 


never seen his courage tested and 
plainly Intimated by word and action 
that they had no Intcntioi* 01 obeying 
his orders unless he should prove him- 
self braver than any chief, siibchief or 
buck in the command.

They had seen some- 
thing new, but wanted something more 
convincing. Farrow realized this and 
was in the seventh heaven of despair 
as he smilingly pulled out the pin and 
held it aloft for inspection. 


To show the white feather meant in 


that hostile country insubordination 
and 
treachery, 
involving Farrow's 


mysterious death. It was a moment to 
try a soul-and to fry it. The lieuten- 
ant whispered to his trusted sergeant: 
"1 am going to take a desperate chance.

Shoshone and Bitter Root, and the clat 
ter of his horse's hoofs rang down the 
Clear Water as far as Fort Lapwai. 
"Si-wash?" 
The Indians knew what 


that cry meant. 
In less time than it 


takes to tell it Farrow was alone. His 
forces had scattered to the four winds.

short. When Joseph reached the curve 
near the Madison avenue- end of the 
amphitheater, he pulled his horse sharp- 
ly to the right, cutting across the first 
file of warriors in most dangerous fash- 
ion. 
In a mad gallop he poked his 


charger's head Into an arena box, 
straightened up in his stirrups, held 
out his hand and cried: "How! How! 
How!" 
The old fellow had caught 


sight of Farrow, and nothing could 
prevent him from riding up to salute 
his captor of 1S7S. It was a dramatic 
Incident—Xew York Press.

Interesting to the traveler on the look- 
out for queer things and unusual expe- 
riences than the silvas of the Amazon, 
and here is a story about an Indian 
tribe of that region told by Arthur Ax- 
tell, an American traveler, that can 
hardly be beaten. 


These particular Indians were contin- 


ually bent on discovery and experi- 
menting, says Mr. Axtell. Somehow 
they had come into possession of somu 
silkworms. 
These worms were not 


known before in that country, and 
most of them died before the natives 
found out how to raise them. But they 
persevered and by feeding them on tlie 
tender leaves of some native plants 
produced a good quality of silk, not so 
good as the Chinese product by feeding 
the worms on white mulberry leaves. 
but nevertheless a strong, serviceable 
silk, certainly good enough for the 
dusky bodies of these savages, for this 
Bilk has not yet become an article of 
commerce. 


Their method of obtaining the sill;

crude. When the moths laid the eggs. 
the natives carried them In great quan- 
tities in belts about their bodies, thus 
giving the eggs the body heat At the 
end of winter the eggs were hatched.

Monteznmn's "Well. 


One of the most pleasing natural 


curiosities iu the territory of Arizona 
is the pool of water known as Monte- 
zurna's well. It is situated 15 miles 
northeast of the old abandoned mili- 
tary post known as Camp Verde. It is 
230 feet in diameter, and the clear, 
pure water is about BO feet below the 
surface of the surrounding country. 
Some years ago certain military offi- 
cers sounded the pool and found that 
It had a uniform depth of SO feet ot 
water except in one place, apparently 
about six fuel square, where the sound- 
iug line wcut clown about 500 feet 
without touching bottom. 


The well empties into Beaver creek 


only about 100 yards distant, the wa- 
ter gushing forth from the rocks as 
though it were under great pressure. 
The well is undoubtedly supplied from 
subterranean sources, possibly through 
the hole sounded by the army officers 
years ago. The sides of the well are 
honeycombed with caves and tunnels,

One reads, for instance, of a man 


In a railway can-Inge waving a hand- 
kerchief before the face of a fellow 
traveler and producing Instantaneous 
unconsciousness. 
This is absolutely 


impossible. Another imaginative writ- 
er recently described a murder carried 
out by pushing a towel saturated with 
a powerful anresthelic under the bed- 
room door of his sleeping victim. This 
also is nonsense. 


In another tale the more feasible plan 


Is carried out of entering the sleeping 
man's chamber, pouring the anoesthetle 
on the bed, the murderer standing by 
and watching his victim die. But even 
this is stretching the truth rather se- 
verely. 


The true facts about chloroform and 


Its companion anaesthetic, ether, are 
as follows: 


First, with regard to administering 


the drug during sleep, doctors have 
made very exhaustive experiments, for 
It would be of great advantage to a pa- 
tient on whom an operation has to be 
performed to chloroform him while 
asleep and save him the horror which 
so many people have of the luhalation, 
and they sum up the results, showing 
that very rarely can chloroform be ad- 
ministered to a sleeping person without 
awakening him.

World's tonncut Stairway. 


The Philadelphia city hall contains 


tbe highest continuous stairway in the 
world, and tourists who have boasted 
of their muscular ability In climbing 
the stone steps of the Bunker Hill 
monument at Charleston, the Wash- 
ington monument or the monument to 
General Brock near Queeustown, On- 
tario, will tell their friends of their 
feat of ascending the 098 steps which 
lead from thc seventh floor of tbe city 
hall to the landing about the feet of 
William Perm's statue. 
It extends 


from thc seventh to the sixteenth floor 
and contains 59S steps of iron, arrang- 
ed about a square central shaft, in 
which rans an electric elevator. To 
reach the tower stairway the climber 
may mount 2J3 granite stairs In the 
stairways at the northern end of the 
building, thus making a total climb of 
743 steps.

If we take the case of spilling the 


chloroform In a room and thus Impreg- 
nating all the air of the room, tbe thing 
is out of the question. Yet not only do 
novelists assert that this can be dons, 
but many people have been actually 
charged In real life with doing it—for 
the purpose of blackmailing them, for 
Injuring them or perhaps to throw off 
suspicion from the pretended victim 
who has committed the robbery him- 
self. If the room measures, say, 12 feet 
square and is 9 feet high, it would 
probably take a gallon of chloroform 
spilled on the floor to make a man un- 
conscious. All the chinks and crannies 
would have to be stopped up ilrst, 
moreover, and the operator himself 
would bave to be poison proof or he 
also would succumb. 


As a matter of fact, the only way to 


render a person unconscious by the use 
of chloroform Is In the way practiced 
by surgeons in the operating room. And 
this Is by no means an easy task. There 
are several ways of doing it The chlo- 
roform may be dropped ou a handker- 
chief, which is then held over the face 
at some little distance, or it may be 
dropped on a sponge, or it may be used 
In one of tbe innumerable machines in- 
vented for the purpose. But the vapor 
must be mixed with air before it is 
breathed. That is the reason the hand- 
kerchief or the sponge is held some 
Inches from tbe face. As a rule it 
takes from live to eight minutes to 
make tbe person unconscious, and dur- 
ing this time be generally struggles 
very violently.

people instead of being appointed by 
the governor. 


Abolishing grade crossings in all
